“We  are  told  that  the  reason  for 
passing  this  act  was  to  guarantee 
working  people  one  day  of  rtst  in 
seven, ” the  Legion’*  brief  set  out. 

"This  reason  has  disappeaied  due 
to  the  strengthening  of  trade  unions 
and  enactment  of  labor  legislation.” 

It  suggrs'ed  that  Sunday  enter- 
tainment should  be  sanctioned  in 
British  Columbia,  provided  it  was 
presented  by  non-cnmmerrtal  or
